In¬ 
stigating or promoting such a strike 
shall be liable, oa conviction, to a fine 
or to imprisonment not exceeding two | 
years. It further declares that re¬ 
fusal to participate In such an illegal 
strike* shatl not render any member i 
of a trade union liable to expulsion or 
deprivation of benefits to which he 
otherwise would be entitled. 

The measure declares picketing, 
when calculated to Intimidate or ob- 
struct, to be unlawful and punishable 
by fine or Imprisonment. 

The bill has greatly disturbed the 
Labor members, who. discussing the 
measure In the lobby of the House 
of Commons, characterised it as far 
more comprehensive than had been j 
anticipated and as a complete sur¬ 
render by the Government to the 
Conservative die-hards. 

One Labortte predicted the scenes 
In Parliament during the discussion 
of the bill, which would be fought 
tooth and nail by Labor, would pro¬ 
vide headlines for the newspapers.
